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Ray Fingerprints 
On Murder Rifle, 
British Court Told 


LONDON (AP) — James Earl 
Ray ’s fingerprints were fou nd 
on the rifle which U.S. police be­ 
liev e was u sed to kill Dr. Martin 
Lu ther King Jr., a British law­ 
y er representing the U.S. gov ­ 
ernment told 
Lond on’s 
chief 
magistrate tod ay in asking for 
Ray ’s ex trad ition. 
The lawy er, Dav id Calcu tt, 
told Magistrate Frank Miiton 
that Ray ’s fingerprints were 
fou nd on a rifle which police re­ 
cov ered after King was shot. 
“The bu llet which killed Dr. 
King was ex amined when recov ­ 
ered ,’’ he continu ed , “and there 
is a strong likelihood that the 
bu llet came from the rifle fou nd 
by the police.” 
Caicu tt told the crowd ed Bow 
Street Cou rt that King was the 
v ictim of “a calcu lated , bru tal 
and senseless mu rd er—a mu r­ 
d er that was bitter with irony .” 
“Thou gh his name was a v ery 
password for peace,” Calcu tt 
said , “he met a v iolent d eath.” 


“This tragic d eath of Dr. King 
was the working of the single 
hand of this man,” he d eclared , 
referring to Ray . 
The 4 0-y ear-old escaped con­ 
v ict was brou ght into the cou rt 
tod ay to hear Calcu tt ou tline the 
U.S. gov ernment’s case for his 
ex trad ition. 
With two British lawy ers to 
d efend him, Ray was ex pected 
to fight ex trad ition and appeal 
to the High Cou rt if Miiton ru led 
that he shou ld be retu rned to 
the United States. This cou ld ex ­ 
tend the process for weeks. 
It was Ray ’s third cou rt ap­ 
pearance u nd er the alias of 
Ray mond George Sney d , the 
name on the Canad ian passport 
he was carry ing when he was 
arrested Ju ne 8 at Lond on air­ 
port. His two prev iou s trips to 
Bow 
Street 
for 
preliminary 
hearings had been brief, and the 
proceed ings tod ay prov id ed the 
first ex tensiv e look at the U.S. 
gov ernment’s case against him.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - 
State highway patrol inv estiga­ 
tors hav e cited 18 Ohio Peni­ 
tentiary inmates in connection 
with Mond ay ’s costly riot, and 
ward en Ernest L. Max well said 
Wed nesd ay another 37 conv icts 
probably will be implicated . 
The su spects were pu t in spec­ 
ial cells, isolated from other in­ 
mates. 
“We are rou nd ing u p the 
trou blemakers and agitators,” 
Max well said , ad d ing that in­ 
v estigators hav e “some v ery 
good ev id ence” against su spect­ 
ed prisoners. 
Meanwhile, Ohio Ad jt. Gen 
Sy lv ester Dei Corso annou nced 
Wed nesd ay that half of the 800 
National Gau rd smen mobilized 
for d u ty after the fire and riot 
were being sent home. 
He said almost all the troops, 
ord ered into the prison Mond ay 
afternoon for gu ard and patrol 
d u ties, wou ld be mov ed ou t by 
tonight. 
Max well said Wed nesd ay that 
d amage to the penitentiary from 
the fires and d emolished equ ip­ 
ment wou ld amou nt to abou t $1 
million. 
Many 
of the 
15 d amaged 
bu ild ings will be back in oper­ 
ation soon, he said , bu t it is 
possible that the more heav ily 
d amaged stru ctu res will not be 
rebu ilt becau se of plans to bu ilc 
a new penitentiary at Lu cas- 
v ille. 
Bid s for constru ction of the 
new prison will be opened Sept 
1, accord ing to state officials 


McCall’s, Berg said , “The mor­ 
al behav ior of serv ice personnel 
is a problem which shou ld and 
d oes receiv e continu ing com­ 
mand attention.” 
He said that “in general, serv ­ 
ice personnel are neither more 
nor less moral than when they 
entered the serv ice; u nfortu ­ 
nately , some persist in engaging 
in 
immoral 
cond u ct 
d espite 
cou nselling and ad v ice to the 
contrary .” 
The article say s that “Despite 
the fact that abou t 150 mar­ 
riages take place each y ear be­ 
tween 
American 
serv icemen 
and Vietnamese gins and there 
are other relationships, short of 
marriage, that are warm and 
genu ine, ‘romance’ In Vietnam 
has by and large been more cal­ 
cu lated , practical, and profes­ 
sional than d u ring any prev iou s 
war in which Americans hav e 
participated .” 
“Tens of thou sand s of y ou ng 
Vietnamese girls hav e become 
prostitu tes “or hav e ‘contract 
ed ’ themselv es to liv e with 
American sold iers on a tempo­ 
rary basis, u su ally for six or 
sev en months,” it say s. 
The reason more marriages 
d on’t resu lt, the articie say s, is 
becau se of the relativ ely short 
time most serv icemen are in 
Vietnam, the langu age barrier, 
and red tape thrown u p by the 
Defense Department. This in­ 
clu d es the requ irement that nu 
merou s d ocu ments be su bmit­ 
ted , inclu d ing police statements 
of good cond u ct for the girl, a 
chaplain’s consent for the GI 
med ical certificates and others 
The one y ear rotation sy stem 
d oes not encou rage marriage 
McCall’s say s, “bu t in passing 
the girls a^ong to one another, it 
d oes make for ord erly arrange 
ments.”

MOSCOW (AP) - Sov iet For- 
eign Minister And rei A. Gromy ­ 
ko d eclared tod ay that the So­ 
v iet gov ernment is “read y to 
ex change opinions on the cu r­ 
tailment of rocket sy stems— 
both offensiv e and d efensiv e.” 
Ad d ressing the Sov iet Parlia­ 
ment, Gromy ko d id not elabo­ 
rate on Sov iet willingness to 
talk. Bu t he apparently was re­ 
ferring to talks on nu clear mis­ 
siles which the United States 
has been try ing for 17 months to 
get started . 
The foreign minister repeated 
long-stand ing Sov iet calls for 
générai and complete d isarma­ 
ment—which has prov ed impos­ 
sible to reach agreement on be­ 
tween East and West. He also 
called for an international con­ 
v ention to prohibit u se of nu ­ 
clear weapons—regard ed by the 
West as impractical becau se of 
Sov iet u nwillingness to accept 
inspection safegu ard s. 
Becau se of this d ead lock, the 
United States has been pressing 
the Sov iet Union since Janu ary 
1967 to hold talks on limiting in­ 
tercontinental ballistic missiles 
(ICBMS) ad antibaliistic mis­ 
sile (ABM) d efenses. 
Speaking to the United Na­ 
tions on Ju ne 13, when it ap­ 
prov ed the nu clear nonprolifera­ 
tion treaty , Presid en Johnson 
called on the United States and 
the Sov iet Union to “lose no 
time in find ing the way to scale 
d own the nu clear arms race. 
“We d esire—-y es, we u rgently 
d esire — to begin early d iscu s­ 
sions on the limitation of strate­ 
gic offensiv e and d efensiv e nu - 
,ciear weapons sy stems,” John­ 
son said . 
Gromy ko said that there was 
reason to believ e American-So­ 
v iet relations can be improv ed , 
bu t “ the United States mu st 
stop try ing to tu rn the world in­ 
sid e ou t.” 
Referring to Johnson’s Glass- 
boro speech Ju ne 4 , Gromy ko 
said : “We see no reason for a 
collision as long as the United 
States respects ou r secu rity and 
the secu rity of other peoples.”

Ala. 
The network said the Wallace 
bod y gu ard , who refu sed to id en­ 
tify himself, first asked the 
camera crew to giv e u p the 
film. When the crew refu sed , 
ABC said , the third -party presi 
d ential cand id ate told the bod y ­ 
gu ard , “Take it.’ 
The 
bod y gu ard 
pu lled 
the 
camera from the shou ld er of ca 
m era man Charlie Jones and re­ 
mov ed the ex posed fiim, the 
network said in a news report 
from Eu taw by Sam Donald son. 
Wallace 
was 
not 
reached 
immed iately for comment. 
Shelton said in Tu scaloosa 
Ala., he attend ed the rally bu t 
he refu sed to say whether he 
joined the file of people who 
shook Wallace’s hand . 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Presi­ 
d ent Johnson say s those con­ 
cerned abou t the nation’s poor 
people shou ld “make appropri­ 
ate representations and certain­ 
ly ex press their v iewpoints,” 
bu t only within the law. 
“I think that ev ery one in 
Washington in a 
position to 
serv e the peopie of this cou ntry 
are going to d o ev ery thing they 
can to aid the poor,” the Presi­ 
d ent said d u ring a Wed nesd ay 
news conference. He had been 
asked if any good pu rpose cou ld 
be serv ed by lead ers of the Poor 
People’s Campaign tu rning to 
civ il d isobed ience.

Johnson’ 
d ecision to 
accept 
Chief Ju stice Earl Warrens of­ 
fer to retire from the Su preme 
Cou rt. 
The Presid ent said he wou ld 
nominate Associate Ju stice Abe 
Fortas to be chief ju stice, while 
fed eral circu it Ju d ge Homer 
Thornberry 
of 
Au stin, 
Tex ., 
wou ld take Fortas’ seat on the 
high cou rt. 
On a range of other topics, 
Johnson said he was prepared 
to act on the bill calling for a 
$10 billion tax increase and a 
billion slash in spend ing as soon 
as the cu stomary rev iew of gov ­ 
ernment agencies affected is 
finished , probably in a d ay or 
two. 
He also said he hopes to get 
his way with Congress on re­ 
qu iring registration of ev ery 
gu n in America and licensing of 
all gu n owners. 


Otherwise the conference pro­ 
d u ced resu its pretty mu ch on 
the negativ e sid e. Johnson said 
that: 
He knows of no basis for ru ­ 
mors of a U.S.-Sov iet su mmit 
session or a presid ential trip to 
Ru ssia. 
He is u nable to ev alu ate rea­ 
sons for intensified Commu nist 
pressu re on West Berlin. 
He preferred not to comment 
on the infiltration and grou nd 
situ ations in Vietnam or on 
some possible offensiv e.

Dirksen has refrained from 
taking a stand on the issu e, first 
raised by Griffin.

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
Hou se cu t d eeply into antipov er­ 
ty fu nd s, then rev ersed itself 
Wed nesd ay night and restored 
the money before send ing to the 
Senate a $17 .2-billion appropria­ 
tions bill for a grou p of social, 
med ical and ed u cational agen­ 
cies. 
The final amou nt approv ed 
for the Office of Economic Op­ 
portu nity , ad ministrator of the 
pov erty program, fell $307 mil 
lion below the ad ministration’s 
requ est becau se of prev iou s cu ts 
by the Appropriations Commit 
tee. 
An a m e n d m e n t offered 
Wed nesd ay night by Rep. Wil­ 
liam J. Scherle, R-Iowa, that 
cu t another $100 million, was 
first approv ed by 
nonrecorc 
v oice v ote. 
Opponents forced a roll call, 
howev er, and the measu re was 
finally passed 220 to 181 as 
contingent from the Poor Peo­ 
ple’s campaign watched silently 
in the gallery . 


Bloc Changes

Like an elephant among mice, 
the Sov iet Union’s lead ership 
seems tod ay to be acting the 
role of a frightened giant. Its jit­ 
ters can prov e a major obstacle 
to efforts for a more peacefu l 
world . 
Taking ov er as the U.S. am­ 
bassad or to the United Nations, 
George W. Ball said Wed nesd ay 
that while the Vietnam war 
posed a problem in the qu est for 
better 
Sov iet-American 
rela 
tions, there were other areas 
“in which we mu st work togeth­ 
er.” 
Bu t the Sov iet lead ership d oes 
not seem to be in the mood for 
that. Official press treatment of 
recent ev ents ind icate there are 
major 
worries 
prey ing 
on 
Kremlin nerv es and inhibiting 
coopeation. 
—The Sov iet Commu ist par­ 
ty lead ers obv iou sly are fright­ 
ened by the possibilities of con­ 
tagion 
from 
mov ements 
for 
more freed om insid e the bloc of 
Eu ropean Commu nist nations 
and from the general fermet 
among y ou th 
and intellectu als 
arou nd the world . 
—They are worried by the 
progressiv e splintering of the 
Commu nist mov ement, by the 
increasngly 
ind epend ent 
atti­ 
tu d e of Commu nist-ru led Roma- 
ia, by the “d emocratization” 
process in Czechoslov akia, by 
the failu re of a large nu mber of 
Commu nist parties arou nd the 
world to fall into line behind a 
Sov iet d riv e for a world meeting 
of Commu nists. 
—They are worried by the at­ 
titu d e of Red China toward the 
fu tu re of Asia and toward the 
v r in Vietnam and they are 
worried , too, abou t the Vietnam 
war itself.

The U.S. Command said aban­ 
d onment of the base in the 
northwest corner of Sou th Viet­ 
nam where U.S. Marines took 
more than 2,300 casu alties in a 
7 7 -d ay siege last winter “is part 
of a new concept of mobile war­ 
fare being pu t into operation” 
below the d emilitarized zone, 
said Brig. Gen. Winant Sid le, 
chief of information for the U.S. 
Command .

closed u p,” said Sid le. “It’s al­ 
read y u nd er way .” 
On the grou nd , Sou th Viet­ 
namese troops reported killing

said Brig. Gen. Winant Sidle, 
chief of information for the U.S. 
Command. 


“ Khe Sanh will be leveled, 
bulldozed

bunkers 
closed up,” said Sidle. “ It’s al­ 
ready under w ay.” 
On the ground, South Viet­ 
namese troops reported killing 
125 enemy troops in a running 
battle east of Quang Tri City 
and 19 m iles below the demili­ 
tarized zone.

Sen. Howard Baker Jr., how­ 
ever, the Tennessee Republican 
who is Dirksen’s son-in-law and 
a signer of the petition, said 
“ the mood of Congress and the 
country is in disagreement with 
the views of the Supreme Court 
on many issues.” 
“In this light,” he added, “It 
is important that a new admin­ 
istration and the American peo­ 
ple not be deprived of the right 
to fill these positions.” 
Baker also said that Fortes 
and Thornberry are long - time 
political associates of the Presi­ 
dent,” and that he therefore 
doubted “the necessary confi­ 
dence in and respect of the high 
court can be established on that 
basis.’ 
Democrats generally praised 
Johnson’s selections, but the 
Southerners were silent on what 
course they would pursue. 
Since Thornberry and Fortes 
have taken stands on the liberal 
sides in cases involving such 
things as civil rights, they could 
be expected to side with liberals 
on the court. 
Generally, and especially in 
landmark decisions on personal 
liberties, the court has voted 
5-4 with Warren, Fortes, Wil­ 
liam O’. Douglas, William J. 
Brennan Jr., and Hugo L. Black 
the majority.

Be tough but friendly is the 
approach 
to 
county 
juvenile 
delinquency proposed by Sheriff 
Dwight Radcliff. 
The juvenile problem causes 
a great deal more trouble than 
the 
a l r e a d y 
hard-phessed 
sheriff’s office has time to deal 
with, according to Radcliff. 
To combat the rising local 
crime problem the sheriff ad­ 
vocates changing the approach 
and image of the law while 
becoming tougher in enforcing 
the rules. 
The kids should look on the 
law as a friend that will help 
and protect them, he stated. 
Unfortunately lack of time by 
the local office and the effect 
of magazine, 
television a n d 
newspaper coverage of police 
acts have “distorted the public 
image of the tew enforcer.” 
* * * 
MONEY is a big problem to 
the sheriff’s office. Although the 
city can get federal funds to 
pay part of the salary of an 
officer 
dealing 
solely 
with 
juveniles no such opportunity 
exists for the county law en 
forcers. 
Size of the sheriff’s staff has 
not been increased in years, 
while the work load and crime 
rate 
has 
snowballed. 
The 
overall county crime rate has 
increased about 60 per cent in 
the 
last 
year 
according 
to 
Radcliff. This compares with a 
21 per cent national increase 
in crime. 
Deputies try to be fair to first 
offenders and not to pick on 
juveniles as a group, stated the 
sheriff. 
Enforcement of laws 
against juveniles in the county 
is even down a little from what 
it usually is, Radcliff reported 
We try to handle as many 
of the problems with young kids 
on an unofficial basis as 
we 
c an , commented Radcliff, but 
the size of our staff makes this 
difficult. 
The 
official 
handling 
of 
juveniles 
is 
down 
somewhat 
from the previous year, the 
sheriff noted, while adding that 
there are many crimes that go 
unsolved which could involve 
juveniles. 
Vandalism 
has 
greatly in­ 
creased in the county, a fact 
tied 
by 
Radcliff 
to 
the 


decreased use of commitment 
to jail. 
‘We need to get tough with 
these kids when they get caught 
— it is a deterent to 
crime,” 
he stated emphatically. 
* * * 
A BIG factor in tile cause 
of local juvenile crime is laid 
at the doors of parents by the 
sheriff. 
Many 
parents 
don’t 
know 
where 
their kids 
are. 
They 
congregate and then break the 
law as a group. We don’t often 
have single offenders, he stated. 
The 
“dare” 
and 
social 
pressure from the group out­ 
weighs the fear of the law. If 
you 
enforce 
the 
law 
more 
stringently you won’t have this 
problem, he said. 
Mischievious type acts don’t 
seem important at first, ac 
cording 
to 
the 
veteran law 
enforcer. But when minors think 
that they can get by with little 
things they are going to push 
to see just how far they 
can 
go, and then they get into bad 
trouble, he surmized. 
It is no favor to let a kid 
get by with something when you 
both know he has broken t h e 
law. Chances are he is just 
testing you. If you don’t do 
something to stop him he will 
be 
hack 
again,” 
remarked 
Radcliff. 
People must learn that when 
you make a Jaw it must be 
enforced or no one will respect 
any of the laws. You can’t say 
to these kids that this is t h e 
law and then watch them break 
it without doing something. If 
you do, then they will lose all 
respect for law and really get 
in trouble, according to Rad­ 
cliff.

VATICAN CITY (AP) — Pope 
Paul VI announced today that 
the Vatican has conclusiv ely de­ 
termined that mortal remains 
found under St. Peter’s Basilica 
are those of the Apostle rev ered 
by the Roman Catholic Church 
as its first pope. 
“ The relics of St. Peter hav e 
been identified in a conv incing 
manner,” the 7 0-y ear old pontiff 
told his weekly general audi­ 
ence. 
The tomb of St. Peter was lo­ 
cated in 195 0 under the Altar of 
Confession of the basilica. Pope 
Pius XII announced then that 
hones had been found in it but 
that it was not prov en they were 
St. Peter’s. Some archeologists 
claimed they belonged to an old 
woman. 
“ Very patient and accurate 
inv estigations 
were 
m ade... 
with results which we believ e 
positiv e, 
encouraged 
by 
the 
judgment of worthy and prudent 
competent persons,” Pope Paul 
said. 
It was not known what scien­ 
tific tests were used to deter­ 
mine that the bones were St. Pe 
ter’s. 
According to tradition, St. Pe 
ter spent his last y ears in Rome 
and died in the y ear 64 or 65 .

VATICAN CITY (AP) — Pope 
Paul VI announced today that 
the Vatican has conclusively de­ 
termined that mortal remains 
found under St. Peter’s Basilica 
are those of the Apostle revered 
by the Roman Catholic Church 
as its first pope. 
‘The relics of St. Peter have 
been identified in a convincing 
manner,” the 70-year old pontiff 
told his weekly general audi­ 
ence. 
The tomb of St. Peter was lo­ 
cated in 1950 under the Altar of 
Confession of the basilica. Pope 
Pius XII announced then that 
bones had been found in it but 
that it was not proven they were 
St. Peter’s. Some archeologists 
claimed they belonged to an old 
woman. 
“Very patient and accurate 
investigations 
were 
made, 
with results which we believe 
positive, 
encouraged 
by 
the 
judgment of worthy and prudent 
competent persons,” Pope Paul 
said. 
It was not known what scien­ 
tific tests were used to deter­ 
mine that the bones were St. Pe­ 
ter’s. 
According to tradition, St. Pe­ 
ter spent his last years in Rome 
and died in the year 64 or 65.

Twenty y ears of independence — 
followed b y 28 years of ru le b y Com­ 
munist Russia which, in violation of 
solemn treaties, occu pied their lands 
and forced them into the Soviet Union. 
That, in b riefest terms, is the history 
of Estonia, Latvia and Lithu ania in the 
years that have passed since 1920 when 
they were given national identities 
u nder the treaty of Versailles. 
The invasion of these three cou ntries 
in Ju ne, 1940, stands as one of the 
great crimes of history. In 1932 they 
had entered into non*aggression pacts 
with the Soviet Union. Bu t the end came 
swiftly eight years later on the heels 
of a su dden u ltimatu m. Two months 
more and the three nations were for­ 
mally declared part of Ru ssia. 
Availab le information is to the effect 
that b y 1950 290,000 Latvians had b een 
deported from their homeland, b y 1952 
Lithu anians 
had 
cou nted 
350,000 
deported and 25,000 killed, and b y 1955 
a total of 90,000 Estonians had b een 
sent to Sib eria. 
Bu t the spirit of these people, whose 


stru ggles for national ex istence date 
b ack to the Middle Ages, has not b een 
b roken b y two decades of Soviet 
misru le. Refu gees still reach free soil 
and report that the old indomitab le fire 
still b u rns strongly. 
In the United States a year of 
mou rning was ob served in 1960 b y the 
A m e r i c a n Baltic Commemorative 
C o m m i t t e e 
u nder the honorary 
chairmanship of Herb ert Hoover. The 
pu rpose was to “make these b rave 
people realize that their friends in the 
free world have not forgotten them.” 
A similar ob servance is overdu e. In 
fact, this shou ld b e an annu al affair, 
with all free nations invited to join. 
The crime that stru ck down Estonia, 
Lativia and Lithu ania was the initial 
step in the march that has b rou ght 
the commu nist threat so close to the 
West today. If a final accord with the 
Ru ssian Government is ever possib le, 
it shou ld not fail to right the wrong 
that was visited u pon the prou d, free 
peoples of these Baltic cou ntries.

Twenty years of independence — 
followed by 28 years of rule by Com­ 
munist Russia which, in violation of 
solemn treaties, occupied their lands 
and forced them into the Soviet Union. 
That, in briefest terms, is the history 
of Estonia, Latvia and Lithuania in the 
years that have passed since 1920 when 
they were given national identities 
under the treaty of Versailles. 
The invasion of these three countries 
in June, 1940, stands as one of the 
great crimes of history. In 1932 they 
had entered into non-aggression pacts 
with the Soviet Union. But the end came 
swiftly eight years later on the heels 
of a sudden ultimatum. Two months 
more and the three nations were for­ 
mally declared part of Russia. 
Available information is to the effect 
that by 1950 290,000 Latvians had been 
deported from their homeland, by 1952 
Lithuanians 
had 
counted 
350,000 
deported and 25,000 killed, and by 1955 
a total of 90,000 Estonians had been 
sent to Siberia. 
But the spirit of these people, whose 


struggles for national existence date 
back to the Middle Ages, has not been 
broken by two decades of Soviet 
misrule. Refugees still reach free soil 
and report that the old indomitable fire 
still burns strongly. 
In the United States a year of 
mourning was observed in 1960 by the 
A rn e r i c an Baltic Commemorative 
C o m m i t t e e 
under the honorary 
chairmanship of Herbert Hoover. The 
purpose was to “make these brave 
people realize that their friends in the 
free world have not forgotten them.” 
A similar observance is overdue. In 
fact, this should be an annual affair, 
with all free nations invited to join. 
The crime that struck down Estonia, 
Lativia and Lithuania was the initial 
step in the march that has brought 
the communist threat so close to the 
West today. If a final accord with the 
Russian Government is ever possible, 
it should not fail to right the wrong 
that was visited upon the proud, free 
peoples of these Baltic countries.

High Speed Pursuit 
Try and Stop Me Humphrey on Inside Track

A police car taking off at high speed 
after a lawbreaker makes an exciting 
scene in a movie, but in real life such 
“hot pursuit” can be hazardous and 
grim. 
Startling are the results of a survey 
on the incidence of such high-speed 
chases and the resultant death and 
injury, 
revealed by Physicians for 
Automotive Safety. 
At the annual convention of the 
American Medical Association in San 
Francisco, the safety group estimated 
that 500 deaths and 1,000 major injuries 
are caused annually by police chases, 
three out of four of which are for minor 
offenses. 
Among the casualties are pedestrians 
and innocent motorists not involved.

DURHAM, N.C. (AP) — Po­ 
lice used tear gas to break up a 
crowd of more than 100 Negroes 
early today following a three- 
hour meeting between the group 
and the Durham Housing Auth­ 
ority . 
Six firebombings were report­ 
ed, but police said no one was 
injured. 
The meeting had been called 
Wednesday night to air griev­ 
ances of the Negro tenants. 
“ The grievances were mostly 
small things,” said Police Chief 
W. W. Pleasants. “ Things like 
chipped sinks, a child failing off 
a broken step and hurting him­ 
self, things like that." 
The meeting developed into a 
shouting match ae members of 
the predominantly Negro audi­ 
ence peppered the housing offi­ 
cials with jeers, catcalls and 
profanity . 
The authority adjourned the 
meeting but the crowd of 300 re 
fused to disperse. Police called 
for reinforcements, « id officers 
with tear gas were brought in 
The crowd broke up into 
smaller groups without incident 
The 
smaller groups began 
roaming the streets and scat 
fused to disperse. Police called 
and bottle throwing were report­ 
ed. Police said damage was mi­ 
nor and no arrests were made. 
When police and firemen a 
rived at one of the fires a group 
of between 100 and 150 Negroes 
refused to disperse and tear gas 
was used, police said. They said 
the blaze was started by a fire 
bomb. 
The fight between the Negro 
tenants and the housing authori­ 
ty has been going on for several 
months.

Police Break 
Up Crowds 
With Tear Gas 


DURHAM, N.C. (AP) — Po­ 
lice used tear gas to break up a 
crowd of more than IOO Negroes 
early today following a three- 
hour meeting between the group 
and the Durham Housing Auth­ 
ority. 
Six firebombings were report­ 
ed, but police said no one was 
injured. 
The meeting had been called 
Wednesday night to air griev­ 
ances of Hie Negro tenants. 
“Tile grievances were mostly 
small things,” said Police Chief 
W. W. Pleasants. "Things like 
chipped sinks, a child failing off 
a broken step and hurting him­ 
self, things like that.” 
The meeting developed into a 
shouting match as members of 
the predominantly Negro audi­ 
ence peppered the housing off! 
cials with jeers, catcalls and 
profanity. 
The authority adjourned the 
meeting but the crowd of 300 re­ 
fused to disperse. Police called 
for reinforcements, and officers 
with tear gas were brought in. 
The crowd 
broke 
up into 
smaller groups without incident 
The 
smaller 
groups 
began 
roaming the streets and scat 
fused to disperse. Police called 
and bottle throwing were report­ 
ed. Police said damage was mi 
nor and no arrests were made. 
When police and firemen ar­ 
rived at one of the fires a group 
of between IOO and 150 Negroes 
refused to disperse and tear gas 
was used, police said. They said 
the blaze was started by a fire 
bomb. 
The fight between the Negro 
tenants and the housing authori­ 
ty has been going on for several 
months. A meeting three weeks 
ago ended in a demonstration in 
which an estimated $10,000 dam 
age was done.

Noise Insulation Near Airports Studied

Conceding they can’t offer a 
cure, “noise doctors’’ at Los An­ 
geles International Airport are 
looking for ways to threat their 
patients where they hurt worst 
at home. 
In a first of a kind test pro­ 
gram, 
airport 
officials 
have 
budgeted $300,000 to insulate 25 
nearby 
houses 
against 
noise 
generated by jet liners landing 
and taking off at a rate of 1,700 
a day. 
Plans call for sound-proofing 
roofs, walls, doors, windows and 
floors in an effort to meet rising 
resentment which has resulted 
in law suits totaling more than 
$300 million since the jet age 
opened six years ago. 
“We can’t deny that a noise 
problem exists,’’ Robert C. Da­ 
vidson, deputy general manager 
of city airports, told an inter­ 
viewer. “Both we and the com­ 
munity around the airport will 
have 
to 
make 
some 
adjust­ 
ments, and we’re doing our best 


to find ways that will enable all i 
of us to coexist peacefully. 
“I’m not saying that we’re 
going to sound-treat all the thou­ 
sands of homes around the air­ 
port and in the approach pat­ 
terns, even if this proves feasi­ 
ble. What we are doing is test­ 
ing what could be done, either 
by the residents individually or 
through funding by some gov­ 
ernment agency.” 
Davidson said the worst noise 
comes from two sources: planes 
landing 
and 
taking off, and 
planes being “revved up” on the 
ground 
during 
maintenance, 
usually at night. 
To meet the latter nuisance, 
the airport is building a three­ 
sided, roofless “hush house” 40 
feet high and 210 feet wide 
made of four-inch thick glass fi­ 
ber panels. 
In this $170,000 structure, Da­ 
vidson hopes, jet engines can be 
run at full blast without disturb­ 
ing most airport neighbors. 
Architect Norman Pedersen, 


who 
is 
building 
the 
“hush 
house” as well as sound-treating 
the test homes, says it should 
cut noise by half at a' distance of 
2,000 feet. 
Davidson says “we feel that 
some 
of 
the 
nearest 
land 
around the airport may eventu­ 
ally have to be rezoned for some 
less noise-sensitive use than res­ 
idential. But in the meantime 
we’re seeing what we can do to 
be 
good 
neighbors 
to 
those 
whose homes are in existence.” 
Pedersen says the roof is the 
major problem for homes under 
the path of landings and take 
offs. He is replacing shingles 
with clay and cement tiles up to 
an inch think and applying fiber 
batts, gypsum board and polvu 
rethane foam between joists in 
attics.

New Agriculture Warehouse 


Licensing Law Effective 


A new law requiring licensing 
o f 
agricultural 
commodity 
warehousemen 
and 
dealers, 
aimed to prevent tosses to Ohio 
grain producers, becomes ef­ 
fective July I Senator Harry L. 
Armstrong cited today. 
Enacted by the 107th Ohio 
General 
Assembly, 
the 
law 
requires all such warehousemen 
and 
dealers, 
excepting 
those 
licensed 
under 
the 
federal 
warehouse 
act, 
to 
obtain 
a 
license, 
renewable a n nually, 
from 
the 
state 
agriculture 
director by July I. 
State 
Agriculture 
Director 
John Stackhouse said he has 
sent out about 1200 applications 
to warehousemen and dealers 
d o i n g 
business 
in 
Ohio. 
Hearings have been held on 
regulations, he added. 
A fee of $10 a year for each 
warehouse location, plus a tenth 
of a mill per bushel of grain 
handled to a maximum of $1000 
for warehousemen and $10 a 
year for dealers’is set by the 
law. 
The director is authorized to 
issue licenses upon finding a 
warehouse 
is 
suitable 
for 
storage of the commodities and 
that 
the 
warehouseman 
has 
complied 
with 
requirements, 
i n c l u d i n g 
insurance fully 
c o v e r i n g the commodities 
against loss by fire, explosion, 
lightning and windstorm. 
T h e 
director 
also 
is 
authorized, upon determining a 
warehouseman does not have 
sufficient commodities to cover 
outstanding receipts and tickets, 
or if the warehouseman refused 
to permit inspection, to give 
notice to the warehouseman to 
cover 
the 
shortage, 
furnish 
bond, or submit to inspection 
or do any or all of these things. 
When a warehouseman does 
not comply, the director may 
obtain a court order to seize

the commodities and pertinent 
records and property and audit 
affairs of the warehouseman. 
The director is required to 
retain the seized property until 
the warehouseman satisfies all 
claims and to petition for ap­ 
pointment of a receiver and 
recover expenses, including cost 
of liability insurance, incurred 
by him or the receiver in a 
civil action. 
The 
director 
is 
permitted, 
upon request of an interested 
person and payment of $100, to 
examine 
a 
warehouse 
and 
advise 
depositors 
of 
any 
shortage in which they have an 
interest. The person asking the 
examination must pay any cost 
about $100 if no shortage is 
found. Persons covered by a 
federal license are exempt from 
coverage of the act.
